SCAL iT^ It was revealed 
in cou f t "to d ayt hat Jonathan J. 
Pollard met secretly dozens of 
times with Israeli representa- 
tives to whom he delivered 
suitcases full of U.S. secret 
documents. His Israeli 
handlers were so delighted with 
his output that they gave 
Pollard the name Danny Cohen, 
an Israeli passport, and a 
foreign bank account. 

As his wife sobbed in the 
courtroom, federal prosecutors 
told how Pollard had used his 
position as a civilian analyst 
in the U.S. Navy to steal 
hundreds of documents that the 
Israelis wanted.
